Continuation of 11. does NOT place the application in condition for allowance because: Regarding claim 1 (formerly claim 8), the Applicant 
contends that Reilly fails to disclose a change -over magazine that receives the plurality of supply cylinders, wherein the change-over 
magazine defines chambers, each of which receives and closely surrounds a respective one of the plurality supply cylinders. The Applicant 
further contends that the Examiner is unclear and may be relying on the pressurizing unit chambers 20 as disclosing the claimed change- 
over magzaine which could not also receive and closely surround a respective one of themselves. However, Reilly discloses a change-over 
magazine (10), that can best be seen in Figs. 2A and 2B, wherein the change-over magazine encases the individual supply cylinders (20) 
and closely surrounds and receives the supply cylinders. 
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
